A  national  epidemic  concerns  all 

After  Magic  Johnson  made  the  announcement  that  he  was  HIV-positive,  the 
world  stopped  and  took  notice.  That  day  AIDS  became  a  stark  reality.  But  his  warn- 
ing wasn't  enough.  According  to  experts,  AIDS  is  spreading  unchecked  among  teens 
regardless  of  continuous  warnings  and  blunt  information  from  the  media. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  epidemic,  more  than  5,000  children  and  teenagers 
have  died  of  AIDS.  It  is  now  the  sixth  leading  cause  of  death  among  15-  to  24-year- 
olds.  No  one  knows  exactly  how  many  teens  are  HIV-positive,  but  during  the  past 
three  years,  the  number  of  13-  to  24-year-olds  diagnosed,  increased  77%.  The  cause 
of  most  of  these  cases  wasn't  sharing  dirty  needles  or  blood  transfusions,  it  was  sex. 
So  what  can  YOU  do  to  protect  yourself? 

The  only  real  "safe  sex"  is  no  sex.  But  sex  is  less  risky  if  you  use  a  latex  con- 
dom with  spermicide  containing  nonoxynol-9.  This  spermicide  not  only  kills  the 
sperm,  but  the  AIDS  virus  itself.  Be  sure  to  check  for  holes  in  the  condom  and  look 
at  the  expiration  date  on  the  spermicide.  Remember,  you  can't  tell  if  someone  has 
AIDS  just  by  looking.  Some  symptoms  don't  show-up  until  ten  years  later.    The 
stakes  are  high  because  you're  dealing  with  life  and  death,  and  EVERYONE  is  at 
risk.
